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American Samoa culture plays role in US 
citizenship ruling 


(AP) — In a decision cit- 
ing American Samoa cul- 
tural traditions, those 
born in the U.S. territory 
shouldn’t have citizen- 
ship automatically forced 
on them, a federal appeals 
court ruled Tuesday. 


The 10th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruling reverses a 
lower court ruling that sid- 
ed with three people from 
American Samoa who live in 
Utah and sued to be recog- 
nized as citizens. The judge 
ruled the Utah residents are 
entitled to birthright citizen- 
ship under the 14th Amend- 
ment. He then put his ruling 
on hold pending appeal. 


U.S. Congress should play a 
bigger role than the courts in 
deciding citizenship for those 
in territories, the appeals 
court ruling said. 


American Samoa is the only 
unincorporated territory of 
the United States where the 
inhabitants are not American 
citizens at birth. 


Instead, those born in the 
cluster of islands some 2,600 
miles (4,184 kilometers) 
southwest of Hawaii are 
granted “U.S. national” sta- 
tus, meaning they can’t vote 
for U.S. president, run for of- 
fice outside American Samoa 
or apply for certain jobs. The 
only federal election they can 
cast a vote in 1s the race for 
American Samoa’s nonvoting 
U.S. House seat. 





The ruling notes that Ameri- 
can Samoa government lead- 
ers and others opposed the 
lawsuit because they are con- 
cerned automatic citizenship 
could disrupt cultural tra- 
ditions, such as communal 
land ownership and social 
structures organized around 
large, extended families led 
by matai, those with heredi-

tary chieftain titles. 


“There is simply insufficient 
caselaw to conclude with cer- 
tainty that citizenship will 
have no effect on the legal 
status of the fa’a Samoa,” or 
the American Samoan way 
of life, the ruling said. “The 
constitutional issues that 
would arise in the context 
of America Samoa’s unique 
culture and social structure 
would be unusual, if not en- 
tirely novel, and therefore 
unpredictable.” 


Drawing on the views of the 
American Samoa people is 
one of the more gratifying as- 
pects of the ruling, said Mi- 
chael Williams, an attorney 
representing the American 
Samoa government, which 
intervened to oppose the 
lawsuit. 


“It is also vindication for the 
principle that the people of 
American Samoa should de- 
termine their own status in 
accordance with Samoan cul- 
ture and traditions,” he said. 


A path toward U.S. citizen- 
ship exists for those who 
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want it. But some say it’s 
costly and cumbersome. 
Non-citizen nationals of 
American Samoa are entitled 
to work and travel freely in 
the United States and receive 
certain advantages in the nat- 
uralization process. 


Neil Weare, one of the at- 
torneys representing the 
plaintiffs, said they are dis- 
appointed by the ruling, and 
are reviewing next steps. Op- 
tions include asking a wider 
panel of appeals court judges 
to hear the case or taking it to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Weare is president of Equally 
American, which advocates 
for equality and civil rights 
for people in U.S. territories. 


He said he was impressed 
with a dissenting judge’s 
opinion. 


"When the Fourteenth 
Amendment was ratified, 
courts, dictionaries, maps, 
and censuses uniformly re- 
garded territories as land ‘in 
the United States,” wrote 
Judge Robert E. Bacharach in 
his dissent. 


Self-determination is a high- 
ly valued principle in Ameri- 
can Samoa, said Line-Noue 
Memea Kruse, adjunct fac- 
ulty in Pacific islands studies 
at Brigham Young Universi- 
ty-Hawaii and whose book is 
cited in the ruling. 


“There are many foreign in- 
terests looming over these 
citizenship cases,” she said. 
“This is not the end. They 
will keep pushing. This to 
me is a form of inter-territo- 
rial hegemony.” 
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After enrollment dips, public schools hope for fall rebound 


(AP) - Ashley Pearce’s daughter was set to start kindergarten last year 
in Maryland’s Montgomery County school system. But when it be- 
came clear that the year would begin online, Pearce found a nearby 
Catholic school offering in-person instruction and made the switch. 


Now Pearce is grappling with a big question: Should her child return to the 
local public school? She's hesitant to uproot her daughter after she’s made 
friends, and Pearce worries that the district might go fully virtual again if 
there’s an uptick in coronavirus cases. 





“It’s going to be fine if we stay where we are, and that stability for my family is 
probably the way we're going to go.” 


As many parents across the U.S. weigh the same concerns, school districts that 
lost enrollment during the pandemic are looking anxiously to the fall to see 
how many families stick with the education choices they made over the last 
year. In hopes of attracting students, many districts have launched new efforts 
to connect with families with young children, including blanketing commu- 
nities with yard signs and enlisting bus drivers to call parents. 


There are early signs that enrollment may not fully rebound, and the stakes are 
high. If enrollment does not recover, public schools that lose students eventu- 
ally could see funding cuts, though pandemic relief money is boosting budgets 
for now. 


Sustained drops in enrollment could also shift the demographics of America’s 
public schools. A first-of-its-kind analysis by Chalkbeat and The Associated 
Press found that enrollment declines varied by student race and ethnicity. En- 
rollment in preschool to 12th grade dropped by 2.6% across 41 states last fall, 
and the decline was steepest among white students, whose enrollment fell 
more than 4%. 





White families’ decisions seemed especially swayed by whether their child’s 
public school offered in-person learning. States where more students were 
learning fully virtually tended to see larger declines among white students, the 
Chalkbeat/AP analysis found. 


Meanwhile, the nation’s Hispanic student population saw the biggest shift 
from pre-pandemic trends, with enrollment dipping 1.5% last fall — a sig- 
nificant change, given that Hispanic students had been the country’s fastest- 
growing student group. That could be tied to some of the disruptions His- 
panic families experienced during the pandemic, including higher rates of job 
losses and higher rates of death and hospitalization from COVID-19. 





The data underscores the complicated task ahead for schools trying to recon- 
nect with families who left public schools for different reasons and ended up 
at a wide range of alternatives. 


“Districts might have this kind of “different strokes for different folks” policy,” 
said Richard Welsh, an associate professor at New York University who's stud- 
led student mobility. “We're open for business and we're committed to in- 
person learning’ could be more targeted to white families.” 


On the flip side, Welsh said, “when you have districts that are giving tours 
about their safety protocols, those might be targeted more to their Black and 
Latinx families” whose communities were hit harder by the pandemic. 


One such effort is underway in San Antonio, where the mostly Latino school 
district saw enrollment drop just over 5%. Officials there project that enroll- 
ment will rise this fall but not to pre-pandemic levels. 





To build trust with families worried about in-person learning, district officials 
have been hosting town halls where families can ask experts questions about 
COVID-19 vaccines. The district will also continue to offer a fully virtual 
schooling option. 


School officials are working to connect with every family who left or did not 
enroll their child in preschool or kindergarten, whether by phone or with a 
home visit, Superintendent Pedro Martinez said. The district has even tasked 
bus drivers with calling families between routes to encourage them to register 
their children. 





And while Martinez is focused on the early grades, where enrollment dipped 
the most, he has his eye on older students too. Nearly every student in the 
district is from a low-income family, and many got jobs to help their families 
weather the pandemic. He’s concerned that so many teens continued learning 
remotely all spring so they could continue to work, though he understands the 
financial pressure. 


“It’s so easy for a 16- or 17-year-old to prioritize work over school,” he said. 


Certain pandemic schooling options, like putting young children in child care 
instead of kindergarten, will likely fall by the wayside. But some families may 
stick with private schools, especially if, like Pearce, they see them as a way to 
avoid uncertainty. 





It remains unclear exactly how many students those schools absorbed. In some 
states that track it, like Delaware and New Hampshire, private school enroll- 
ment grew 5% or more this year, according to data obtained by Chalkbeat and 
the AP. But in several others, including New York, Louisiana, Indiana and 
Colorado, private school enrollment fell by 3% or more, indicating families 
didn’t switch en masse. 


Notably, it wasn’t just the wealthy who left public schools. There were signifi- 
cant enrollment declines among students from low-income families and more 
affluent ones in the 35 states that provided data. 


Other families might continue to home-school their children — a practice 
that shot up in the few states that tracked it. In New York and Virginia, for ex- 
ample, home schooling grew by more than 50% this year, though it remained 
a relatively rare choice. 


Regardless, districts are now ramping up their recruitment efforts, hoping to 
build on the small upticks they saw over the last few months as in-person 
learning became more widely available. 


In Spokane, Washington, enrollment fell by nearly 7% last fall, with the steep- 
est declines among Asian, Black and white students. District officials have 
been reaching out to families via text messages and mailers and through com- 
munity groups. 





They’ve been emphasizing the district’s plan to shrink class sizes this fall, 
which they see as a selling point for families who want more individual at- 
tention for their children and for those with lingering fears about the corona- 
virus. The district assures families that it will offer both full-time in-person 
instruction and a virtual option. 


“We want to create as much predictability, and try to mitigate a sense of un- 
known and fear, to the greatest extent possible,” Superintendent Adam Swin- 
yard said, “and just let our families know that we’re ready and eager to be 


back.” 





Researchers who track student demographics are also watching closely to see 
who returns. By the fall, it will be clearer if the enrollment shifts carry longer- 
term implications. 


Some districts already expect the pandemic to have a lasting effect. 


In Denver, officials estimate that enrollment will drop by 6% in the coming 
years — a rate nearly double what was predicted before the pandemic. Declin- 
ing birth rates and rising housing prices that drive families away are big fac- 
tors, but officials believe the pandemic exacerbated those losses, especially in 
the youngest grades. Kindergarten applications are down considerably for the 
upcoming school year. 








The district’s planning director, Sara Walsh, said the total decline could be 
“pretty significant.” But she hasn’t given up on a turnaround: “I am hoping 
that maybe all of a sudden tons of kids show up.” 
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Man who drove at Minneapolis protesters charged with murder 


(AP) - A St. Paul man accused of 
speeding up and driving into a 
group of protesters in Minneapo- 
lis while he was drunk, killing one 
person, was charged Wednesday 
with intentional second-degree 
murder. 


Prosecutors say Nicholas Kraus, 35, 
was visibly intoxicated Sunday night 
when he sped up and tried to “jump” 
a car that was being used as a barri- 
cade by protesters in the city’s Up- 
town neighborhood. Deona Knajdek, 
31, was killed. 


There’s nothing in the criminal com- 
plaint to suggest Kraus’ actions were 
motivated by political views or anger 
at protesters. The murder count al- 
leges Kraus intended to cause death, 
but his actions were not premedi- 
tated. He’s also charged with two 
counts of second-degree assault with 
a dangerous weapon, for injuring two 
other protesters. 


According to the criminal complaint, 
Kraus told officers he saw the car and 
believed he needed to get over it. He 
said he saw people in the area, but “he 
accelerated in order to try and jump 
the barricade and acknowledged that 
he did not attempt to brake,” the 
complaint says. It also says he admit- 
ted that he thought he might have hit 


someone. 


Kraus will make his first court ap- 
pearance Friday and it wasn’t imme- 
diately clear if he had an attorney to 
comment on his behalf. He’s being 


held at the Hennepin County jail, 
which does not take messages for 
people in custody. 


Protests have been ongoing in Up- 
town since members of a U.S. Mar- 
shals Service task force fatally shot 
Winston Boogie Smith Jr., a 32-year- 
old Black man and father of three, 
on June 3. Authorities said they were 
trying to arrest Smith on a warrant 
for being a felon in possession of a 
firearm when he displayed a handgun 
from inside a parked SUV. Authori- 
ties also say evidence shows Smith 
fired his gun from inside the SUV, 
but a female passenger has said she 
never saw him with a gun. 


Minneapolis has been on edge since 
the death of George Floyd, who died 
last year after an officer used his knee 
to pin Floyd’s neck to the ground, 
and the fatal police shooting of an- 
other Black man, Daunte Wright, in 
a nearby suburb. 


On Tuesday, city crews began clear- 
ing and reopening streets near the site 
of Smith’s shooting and Knajdek’s 
death, but after police left, protest- 
ers moved back in and blocked traf- 
fic. Police say 30 people were arrested 
Tuesday night, with most receiving 
misdemeanor citations. 


The street was open to traffic Wednes- 
day afternoon. Though obstructions 
to traffic were removed, a memorial 
featuring messages in chalk and flow- 
ers left by mourners remained intact. 


The Minnesota National Guard 
tweeted that — at the request of the 
city — it was prepared to send about 
100 soldiers to Minneapolis in the 
event of unrest. 


Witnesses have said Kraus was driving 
an SUV when he struck a parked car, 
sending it into the crowd of demon- 
strators. Police said protesters pulled 
Kraus from his vehicle and witnesses 
reported demonstrators struck him. 
Kraus was arrested and treated for in- 
juries at a hospital. 


Kraus has five convictions for driving 
while impaired dating back to a 2007 
incident, according to online court 
records. At one point, he told offi- 
cers that the SUV he was driving on 
Sunday was in another person’s name 
because he had no license due to his 
drunken driving offenses, the com- 
plaint says. Court records show his 
driver’s license was canceled in 2013. 


A search warrant affidavit seeking 
a blood sample from Kraus says he 
admitted several times that he was 
the driver, without being asked, but 
when asked specific questions he 
gave illogical and irrelevant answers. 
Kraus told police his name was Jesus 
Christ and Tim Burton, that he had 
been a carpenter for 2,000 years, and 
that he wanted to get his children to 
the Super Bowl, the affidavit says. 


The officer tried to perform a field 
sobriety test, but Kraus “was unable 
to follow directions and would not 
keep his eyes open long enough to 





complete the test,” the affidavit said. 


Results from the blood tests are 


pending. 


Other injuries and deaths have been 
reported involving vehicles at protests 
across the U.S. as people have in- 
creasingly taken to the streets to press 
their grievances. In Minneapolis, 
marching onto freeways has become 
a common tactic. Last year, a semi- 
trailer rolled into a crowd marching 
on a closed freeway. No one was seri- 
ously injured. 


Republican politicians in several 
states, including Oklahoma, Florida 
and Iowa, have sought legal immu- 
nity for drivers who hit protesters. 





Senators would stop 'micropolitan' label for 144 US cities 


(AP) - Some lawmakers 
are trying to stop 144 U.S. 
cities from losing their 
designations as “metro- 
politan areas” as the fed- 
eral government updates 
its standards, doubling the 
minimum number of resi- 
dents required in a city’s 


urban core to 100,000 peo- 
ple. 


Sens. John Thune, a Repub- 
lican from South Dakota, and 
Mark Kelly, a Democrat from 
Arizona, introduced legisla- 
tion on Tuesday that would 
stop the Office of Budget and 


Management from making 
the change. 


Under the federal govern- 
ment’s proposal, a metro 
area would need double the 
50,000-person threshold that 
has been in place for the past 
70 years in order to count as 





a metropolitan statistical area. 
Cities losing this status, with 
core populations of 50,000 
to 99,000 people, would be- 
come “micropolitan” statisti- 
cal areas instead. 


More than a third of the cur- 
rent 392 metro areas would 
become micro areas, includ- 
ing state capitals such as Bis- 
marck, N.D.; Carson City, 
Nevada; Cheyenne, Wyo- 
ming; and Santa Fe, New 
Mexico; as well as the college 
towns of Ames, Iowa; Au- 
burn, Alabama; Charlottes- 
ville, Va.; Lawrence, Kansas; 
and State College, Pennsyl- 
vania. 


The lawmakers said the 
downgrade would cause real 
harm, preventing urban ar- 
eas from getting designated 
federal funding and making 
them less attractive for eco- 
nomic development. 


“Increasing the population 
threshold that is needed to 


be considered a ‘metropoli- 
tan statistical area’ would ad- 
versely affect communities in 
nearly every state, including 
South Dakota,” Thune said. 


Federal statisticians recom- 
mending the change say it’s 
long overdue, given that the 
U.S. population has more 
than doubled since the 
50,000-person threshold was 
introduced in 1950. Back 
then, about half of U.S. resi- 
dents lived in metros; now, 


86% do. 


The Office of Budget and 
Management hasnt said 
when it will make a final deci- 


sion. If approved, it wouldn’t 
take effect until 2023. 


An agency spokesman didn’t 
return an email or a phone 
call on Wednesday. The of- 
fice has said the designation 
is purely for statistical pur- 
poses and not to be used for 
funding formulas, though as 
a practical matter, that is how 
it’s often used. 
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Loan relief granted to defrauded for-profit college students 


(AP) - The U.S. Education 
Department said Wednes- 
day it's erasing student 
debt for thousands of bor- 
rowers who attended a 
for-profit college chain 
that made exaggerated 
claims about its graduates’ 
success in finding jobs. 


The Biden administration 
said it is approving 18,000 
loan forgiveness claims from 
former students of ITT Tech- 
nical Institute, a chain that 
closed in 2016 after being 
dealt a series of sanctions by 
the Obama administration. 
The new loan discharges will 
clear more than $500 million 


in debt. 


The move marks a step for- 
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ward in the Biden admin- 
istration’s effort to clear 
a backlog of claims in the 
borrower defense program, 
which provides loan forgive- 
ness to students who were 
defrauded by their colleges. 
Claims piled up during the 
Trump administration, which 
stalled the program and only 
started processing claims af- 
ter a federal court demanded 
it. There are now more than 


100,000 pending claims. 


In announcing the new ac- 
tion, Education Secretary 
Miguel Cardona vowed to 
continue standing up for stu- 
dents who are deceived by 
their schools. 





“Our action today will give 


thousands of borrowers a 
fresh start and the relief they 
deserve,” Cardona said in a 
statement. “Many of these 
borrowers have waited a long 
time for relief, and we need 
to work swiftly to render 
decisions for those whose 
claims are still pending.” 


It follows another round of 
loan discharges in March, 
when the Education De- 
partment cleared $1 billion 
in federal student debt for 
72,000 borrowers. Those 
claims all came from former 
students of for-profit col- 
leges. 


Borrower advocates applaud- 
ed the new approvals but 
called for swift relief for the 
thousands of other students 
whose claims are still pend- 
ing, including many who at- 
tended ITT Tech. 


“It appears the Biden admin- 
istration genuinely wants to 
help people who are owed 
discharges,” said Alex Elson, 
vice president of Student 
Defense, a Washington legal 
group. “But that makes it all 
the more confounding that 
they are so hesitant to use 
their authority to immedi- 
ately and automatically help 
the countless additional bor- 
rowers who are still waiting.” 


Borrower defense is among 
several education programs 
targeted for an overhaul by 
the Biden administration as 
it works to reverse Trump- 
era policies. Cardona is host- 
ing a series of hearings this 
month as his agency consid- 
ers changes to that policy and 
others. 


The program was rarely used 
until 2015, when the Educa- 
tion Department received 
thousands of claims from for- 
mer students of Corinthian 
Colleges. The chain of for- 
profit colleges had recently 
shut down following findings 
that it lied to students about 
job placement rates. 


Following the collapse of 
Corinthian and other belea- 
suered for-profit colleges, 
the Obama administration 
moved to make it easier for 
students to get loans erased. 
But the overhaul was re- 
versed by the Trump admin- 
istration, which later wrote its 
own rules making 1t tougher 
to get relief. In changing the 
rules, then-Education Secre- 
tary Betsy DeVos said 1t had 
become too easy to get loans 
forgiven. 


chipping 
rules in 


Cardona began 
away at DeVos’ 


March when he rescinded a 
formula that allowed the Ed- 
ucation Department to give 
only partial loan discharges 
to students whose claims 
were approved. All borrow- 
ers granted relief will now get 
their loans cleared in full. 


Many of the 18,000 claims 
from ITT Tech were ap- 
proved after the Education 
Department found that the 
company lied about gradu- 
ates’ job prospects. The agen- 
cy said ITT made “repeated 
and significant  misrepre- 
sentations” about its ability 
to help students get jobs. In 
reality, many students said it 
was harder to find employ- 
ment when they listed ITT 
on their resumes, the depart- 
ment said. 





Other claims were approved 
after the department found 
that ITT misled students 
about their ability to transfer 
course credits to other col- 
leges. Credits were rarely ac- 
cepted elsewhere, the depart- 
ment said, leaving students 
with “little to no progress” in 
their academic careers. 


Borrowers will be notified 
about their claim approv- 
als in the coming weeks, the 
agency said. 





South Carolina inmates to appeals court: Halt electrocutions 


(AP) - The two South 
Carolina inmates sched- 
uled to die this month 
under the state’s recently 
reconfigured capital pun- 
ishment statute are asking 
an appellate court to halt 
their deaths by electrocu- 
tion. 


On Monday, Brad Sigmon 
and Freddie Owens filed a 
notice of appeal to the 4th 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 


The condemned men are 
seeking to overturn an order 
by U.S. District Judge Bryan 
Harwell, who on Friday de- 
clined to halt their upcom- 
ing executions. Attorneys 
for Sigmon and Owens had 
argued that South Carolina 
hasn’t tried hard enough to 
get lethal injection drugs or 
compound them itself, as 
some other states have done, 
and that executing them by 
electrocution subjects the 
men to excruciating pain and 
violates the Eighth Amend- 
ment’s prohibition on cruel 
and unusual punishment. 


Sigmon’s execution is set for 
Friday in South Carolina’s 
109-year-old electric chair. 
Owens is scheduled to die a 
week later. 


Their deaths were scheduled 
less than a month after the 
passage of a new law com- 
pelling the condemned to 
choose between electrocu- 
tion or a firing squad in the 
event lethal injection drugs 
aren't available. The statute 
is aimed at restarting execu- 
tions after an involuntary 
10-year pause that the state 
attributes to an inability to 
procure the drugs. 


Sigmon and Owens sued 
as the measure became law, 
saying they can't be electro- 
cuted or shot since they were 
sentenced under a prior law 
making lethal injection the 
default method. Prisons of- 
ficials say they still can't ac- 
quire lethal injection drugs 
and have yet to assemble a 
firing squad — meaning that 
both men would die in the 


electric chair. 


In his Friday order, Har- 
well wrote that Sigmon and 
Owens have failed to clearly 
show that electrocution vio- 
lates the Eighth Amendment, 
citing more than a century’s 
worth of federal court prec- 
edent. 


Harwell’s refusal marks a 
second blow against the in- 
mates in their legal attempts 
to secure a reprieve. A state 
judge evaluating a lawsuit 
over the new death penalty 
law also declined to halt the 
executions earlier this week. 
The prisoners are also seek- 
ing respite from the South 
Carolina Supreme Court. 


Both Sigmon and Ow- 
ens have run out of tradi- 
tional appeals in the last few 
months, leaving the state Su- 
preme Court to set and then 
stay their executions after the 
corrections agency said it still 
didn’t have lethal injection 
drugs. 


Sigmon, 63, was convicted 
in 2002 of killing his ex- 
eirlfriend’s parents with a 
baseball bat in Greenville 
County. Owens, 43, was first 
sentenced to death in 1999 
for the shooting murder two 
years earlier of a convenience 
store clerk during an armed 
robbery, also in Greenville 
County. 


South Carolina is one of eight 
states to still use the electric 
chair and four to allow a fir- 
ing squad, according to the 





Death Penalty Information 
Center. Prison officials have 
not indicated a timeline for 
when the firing squad will 
be available though they have 
said they are researching how 
other states operate their 
squads. 


South Carolina’s last execu- 
tion took place in 2011, and 
its batch of lethal injection 
drugs expired two years later. 
There are 37 men awaiting 
death in the state. 
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Spain hopes to jumpstart electric car industry with EU funds 


(AP) — Daniel Sanchez is 
one of the luckier electric 
car owners in Spain. With 
a free recharging station 
less than a kilometer from 
his home just north of 
Barcelona, he can keep his 
Tesla ready to roll. 


“I cannot imagine stopping at 
a gas station ever again,” the 
41-year-old transport com- 
pany owner said. “We feel 
like those people who got off 
a horse-drawn carriage and 
climbed into a car. There is 
no going back.” 


Other Spaniards are consid- 
erably less enthusiastic. The 
dearth of places to plug in, 
compared to western and 
northern Europe, and the 
price of electric cars have left 
Spain lagging as the conti- 
nent races to get greener. 


Now the government wants 
to usher the entire country 
into this new paradigm. 


The ruling left-wing coali- 
tion plans to use a chunk of 
the 140 billion euros ($166 
billion) Spain is set to receive 
from the European Union's 
pandemic recovery plan to 
kickstart its electric car in- 


dustry. 


European Commission Pres- 
ident Ursula von der Leyen 
visited Madrid on Wednes- 
day, at the start of her tour 
of member states to endorse 
their plans to deploy the 
massive windfall designed to 
erase the economic pain of 
the pandemic. Final approval 
from Brussels is expected in 
coming weeks. 


Von der Leyen met with 
Prime Minister Pedro Sán- 
chez, who has compared the 
EU Next Generation funds 
to a “new Marshall Plan.” 


Spain’s Secretary of State for 
Industry Rail Blanco told 
The 


Associated Press that 


the government is alming at 
spending around 5 billion 
euros ($6 billion) over the 
next three years on its electric 
vehicle initiative. 


Spain produced 2.2 mil- 
lion cars and trucks in 2020, 
second only to Germany in 
Furope. But only 140,000 
of these were electric or hy- 
brids, according to ANFAC, 
the Spanish Association of 
Automobile and Truck Man- 
ufacturers. 





“What we are doing is ac- 
celerating a change that is 
already taking place,” Blanco 
said. “This is a unique op- 
portunity. The automakers 
are on board, and there are 
resources to carry out the in- 
vestments.” 


A leader in highspeed elec- 
tric trains, Spain wants to 
put 250,000 more electric ve- 
hicles on its roads within two 
years, adding to the current 


96,000. 


The push for electric cars 
should reduce CO2 emis- 
sions by 450,000 tons, ac- 
cording to government pro- 
jections as Spain aims to 
completely convert to renew- 
able energy by 2050, in line 
with EU targets. 


“Spain can carry out these in- 
dustrial activities with green 
energy,” Blanco said. “Com- 
pared to other countries of 
central and eastern Europe 
that still rely on fossil fuels, 
or other countries which use 
nuclear, Spain can rely on re- 
newable energies since it has 
wind and solar.” 





The environmental group 
Greenpeace supported the 
push for electric vehicles but 
argued that the EU funds 
should not be used to keep 
clogging cities with cars. 





“It is vital that the aid is pri- 
oritized to help rural popula- 
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tions that have poorer access 
to other modes of alternative 
transport,” the group said. 


Spain is counting on its ro- 
bust car industry, and the 
deposits of lithium — key to 
battery production for elec- 
tric vehicles — that it shares 
with Portugal. The goal is to 
establish a supply chain by 
encouraging private invest- 
ment to build a battery fac- 
tory, along with assembly 
plants and software design, 
all with the goal of driving 
more climate-friendly cars 
off production lines. 


The plan’s success, however, 
faces hurdles. 


Spain has fewer than 2 pub- 
lic plug-in points per 100,000 
square kilometers, compared 
to over 10 in Germany, Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands, 
according to a 2020 report by 
the European Court of Audi- 
tors. 


“It is a snake that bites its own 
tail,” said Salvador Ejarque, 
president of Spain’s Asso- 
ciation of Electric Car Us- 
ers, or AUVE. “People don’t 
buy cars because they can’t 
charge them, and those who 
can invest don’t do it quickly 
enough because the bureau- 
cracy is complex and slow go- 
ing,” 


The government wants to 
boost the total number of re- 
charging points nationwide 


from 11,500 to 100,000 in 
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three years. 


ANFAC, the carmakers’ 
group, said more may be 
needed. 


“We must overcome the ‘au- 
tonomy anxiety’ of drivers by 
assuring them that charging 
their car is as easy as filling 
up with gas,” spokesman José 
López-Tafall told the AP “It 
is necessary to set up a cal- 
endar with set goals to reach 
340,000 charging points by 
2030.” 


Price, too, matters. The aver- 
age annual income in Spain is 
15,000 euros ($18,100) below 
the EU mean. Luxury cars 
are a rare sight in Spanish 
cities, where economy mod- 
els and motorbikes reign. So 
while electric vehicles can 
lure more affluent Europe- 
ans, they give many Span- 
iards sticker shock. 


To overcome this, the gov- 
ernment has already dedicat- 
ed 400 million euros ($484 
million) for rebates of up to 
7,000 euros ($8,400) on pur- 
chases of electric and hybrid 
vehicles. 


It must also convince car- 
makers that Spain is their 
best investment bet, while 
Germany and France have 
the advantage of having ma- 
jor manufacturers based in 
their countries. 


Spanish carmaker SEAT, a 
member of the Volkswagen 
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group, has committed to pro- 
ducing an electric car in the 


20,000-25,000 euro range 
that Blanco believes will hit 
the price points for domestic 
shoppers. 


Ford’s president for Europe, 
Stuart Rowley, spoke with 
Prime Minister Sánchez in 
April about “Ford’s battery 
sourcing strategy and the im- 
portance of support from the 
Spanish Government in the 
framework of the EU Next 
Generation funds,” the com- 
pany said in a statement pro- 
vided to the AP 


Renault has also reaffirmed 
its focus on making hybrids 
at 1ts Spanish plants. 


Labor unions have welcomed 
the huge public investment 
in an industry that provides 
10% of Spain's GDP and 9% 
of 1ts employment. 


Garbiñe Espejo, general sec- 
retary of industry for the 
CCOO trade union confed- 
eration, said the recent deci- 
sion by Nissan to close plants 
in and near Barcelona was a 
warning of what could come 
if the private and public sec- 
tor don’t join hands. 


“Spain’s auto industry is in 
good health,” Espejo told the 
AP. “But if we do not seize 
this opportunity to trans- 
form Spain into a leader in 
new technologies, the impact 
for industry and jobs will be 


dire.” 
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Israeli airstrikes target Gaza sites, 





(AP) — Israeli airstrikes 
hit militant sites in the 
Gaza Strip early Wednes- 
day, and Palestinians re- 
sponded by sending a se- 
ries of fire-carrying bal- 
loons back across the bor- 
der for a second straight 
day — further testing the 
fragile cease-fire that end- 
ed last month’s war be- 
tween Israel and Hamas. 


The latest round of violence 
was prompted by a parade 
of Israeli ultranationalists 
through contested east Jeru- 
salem on ‘Tuesday. Palestin- 
ians saw the march as a prov- 
ocation and sent balloons 
into southern Israel, caus- 
ing several blazes in parched 
farmland. Israel then carried 
out the airstrikes — the first 
such raids since the May 21 
cease-fire ended 11 days of 
fighting — and more bal- 
loons followed. 





The airstrikes targeted facili- 
ties used by Hamas militants 


for meetings to plan attacks, 
the army said. There were no 
reports of injuries. 


“The Hamas terror orga- 
nization is responsible for 
all events transpiring in the 
Gaza Strip, and will bear the 
consequences for its actions,” 
the army said. It added that it 
was prepared for any scenar- 
10, “including a resumption 
of hostilities.” 


By Wednesday afternoon, 
masked Palestinians sent a 
number of balloons, laden 
with fuses and flaming rags, 
into Israel. Several fires were 
reported. 


The unrest provided the first 
test of the cease-fire at a time 
when Egyptian mediators 
have been working to reach 
a longer-term agreement. It 
comes as tensions have risen 
again in Jerusalem, as they 
did before the recent war, 
leading Gaza’s Hamas rulers 
to fire a barrage of rockets 





at the holy city on May 10. 
The fighting claimed more 
than 250 Palestinian lives and 
killed 13 people in Israel. 


An Egyptian security official 
said his government has been 
in “direct and around-the- 
clock” contacts with Israeli 
officials and the Gaza rulers 
to keep the cease-fire and to 
urge them to refrain from 
provocative acts. 


The official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity be- 
cause he was discussing be- 
hind-the-scenes diplomacy, 
said the U.S. administration 
has also been in touch with 
Israel as part of the efforts. 


The two sides seem to agree 
“not to escalate to the tipping 
point,” he said. “And we do 
every effort to prevent this.” 


The flare-up also has created 
a test for Israel’s new govern- 
ment, which took office early 
this week. The diverse coali- 
tion includes several hard- 
line parties as well as dovish 
and centrist parties, along 
with the first Arab faction 
ever to be part of an Israeli 
government. 


Keeping the delicate coalition 
intact will be a difficult task 
for the new prime minister, 
Naftali Bennett. 


In Tuesday’s parade, hun- 
dreds of Israeli ultranation- 
alists, some chanting “Death 
to Arabs,” marched in east 
Jerusalem in a show of force. 


Hamas called on Palestinians 
to “resist” the parade, which 
was meant to celebrate Isra- 
el's capture of east Jerusalem 
in 1967. Palestinians consider 
1t a provocation. 


In a scathing condemnation 
on Twitter, Foreign Minis- 
ter Yair Lapid, who heads the 
centrist Yesh Atid Party, said 
those shouting racist slogans 
were “a disgrace to the Israeli 
people.” 


Bennett, who will hand over 
the prime minister’s job to 
Lapid after two years, is a 
hard-line Israeli nationalist 
who has promised a prag- 
matic approach as he presides 
over a delicate, diverse coali- 
tion government. 


Though there were concerns 
the march would raise ten- 
sions, canceling it would have 
opened Bennett and other 
right-wing members of the 
coalition to intense criticism 
from those who would view 
it as a capitulation to Hamas. 
Mansour Abbas, whose 
Raam party is the first Arab 
faction to join an Israeli coali- 
tion, said the march was “an 
attempt to set the region on 
fire for political aims,” with 
the intention of undermining 
the new government. 


Abbas said the police and 
public security minister 
should have canceled the 
event. 


While the parade provided 


the immediate impetus for 
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first since cease-fire 


the balloons, Hamas is also 
angry because Israel has 
tightened its blockade of the 
territory since the cease-fire. 
The restrictions include a 
ban on imports of fuel for 
Gaza’s power plant and raw 
materials. 


Israel imposed the blockade 
after Hamas, a militant group 
that seeks Israel’s destruc- 
tion, seized control of Gaza 
from the internationally rec- 
ognized Palestinian Author- 
ity in 2007. Israel and Hamas 
have fought four wars and 
numerous skirmishes since 
then. Israel says the block- 
ade, enforced with Egypt, is 
needed to prevent Hamas 
from importing and develop- 
ing weapons. 


One of the masked activists 
firing the balloons said they 
launched hundreds of them 
Tuesday and will continue 
sending them in response to 
what he described as Israeli 
provocations in east Jerusa- 
lem. 


After capturing east Jerusa- 
lem in 1967, Israel annexed 
the area in a move not rec- 
ognized by most of the in- 
ternational community. It 
considers the entire city its 
capital, while the Palestinians 
want east Jerusalem to be the 
capital of their future state. 
The competing claims over 
east Jerusalem, home to Jew- 
ish, Christian and Muslim 
holy sites, lie at the heart of 
the conflict and have sparked 
many rounds of violence. 





Junta troops burn Myanmar village in escalation of violence 


(AP) Government 
troops in Myanmar have 
burned most of a village 
in the country’s central 
heartland, a resident said 
Wednesday, confirming 
reports by independent 
media and on social net- 
works. The action ap- 
peared to be an attempt 
to suppress resistance 
against the ruling military 
junta. 


The attack is the latest ex- 
ample of how violence has 
become endemic in much of 
Myanmar in recent months 
as the junta tries to subdue an 
incipient nationwide insur- 
rection. After the army seized 
power in February, over- 
throwing the elected govern- 
ment of Aung San Suu Kyi, a 
nonviolent civil disobedience 
movement arose to challenge 


military rule, but the junta’s 
attempt to repress it with 
deadly force fueled rather 
than quelled resistance. 


A villager contacted by phone 
said only 10 of 237 houses 
were left standing. The vil- 
lager, who asked that his 
name not be used because 
of fear of government repri- 
sals, said most residents had 
already fled when soldiers 
firing guns entered the vil- 
lage shortly before noon on 
Tuesday. 


He said he believed the troops 
were searching for members 
of a village defense force that 
had been established to pro- 
tect against the junta’s troops 
and police. Most such local 
forces are very lightly armed 
with homemade hunting 
rifles. 


The village defense force gave 
residents advance warning of 
the troops’ arrival, when they 
found nothing, they began

The villager said he believed 
there were three casualties, 
a boy who was a goat-herder 
who was shot in the thigh, 
and an elderly couple who 
were unable to flee.

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Bale sets up both goals, Wales beats ‘Turkey 2-0 at Euro 2020 


(AP) — Gareth Bale made 
sure his missed penalty 
didn’t matter by setting 
up two goals. 


The Wales captain created 
chance after chance in his 
team’s 2-0 victory over Tur- 
key on Wednesday at the Eu- 
ropean Championship. 


Bale lofted a pass over the 
defense that Aaron Ramsey 
chested down before knock- 
ing 1t past onrushing Turkey 
goalkeeper Ugurcan Çakir 
in the 42nd minute. Connor 
Roberts scored the second 
in the final seconds of injury 
time after Bale dribbled along 
the touchline from a short 
corner. 


The win moved the Euro 
2016 semifinalists closer to a 
place in the last 16 with four 
points in Group A. Turkey 
has zero points after losing 
both of its matches. 


“We all turned up, we all put 
in a great performance and I 
felt we deserved the victory,” 
Bale said. “Ifyou’d offered us 
four points (from two games) 
at the start of the campaign 
we'd have bitten your hand 
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Bale had a chance to score 
one himself in the 61st min- 
ute but he sent his penalty 
kick over the bar after being 
tripped by Zeki Celik on the 
edge of the area. 


“I felt I played well all eve- 
ning. The penalty miss is my 
fault, of course I take respon- 
sibility, but I think it shows 
the character,” Bale said. “I 
kept going, I kept fighting 
away and I got the second as- 
sist to kill off the game.” 


The Wales captain hasn't 
scored for his country in 13 
games. His last goal came 
against Croatia in Euro 2020 
qualifying in October 2019. 


After the match, the team 
gathered around their captain 
for a rousing, emphatic vic- 
tory speech. 


Ramsey had two earlier 
chances to score off passes 
from Bale before finally giv- 
ing his team the lead. He 
had one shot saved by the 
goalkeeper early and then 
scooped the ball over the bar 
in the 24th when one-on-one 


with Cakir. 


“Third time lucky. I had a 
couple of opportunities, but 
there's nothing I could do 
about them,” Ramsey said. 
“Now we can go to Italy (for 
the third game Sunday) full 
of confidence and who knows 
what can happen there.” 


Turkey captain Burak Yilmaz 
had five shots but couldn't 
convert any of them, most 
notably when he missed an 
excellent chance early in the 





second half. He  volleyed 
over the bar from close range 
when a corner was headed on 
to him. 


Turkey had strong support 
from traveling fans and many 
locals in front of a crowd of 
nearly 20,000 in close ally 
Azerbaijan. The presidents of 
both Turkey and Azerbaijan 
were in attendance. 


Turkey coach Senol Giines 





was sharply critical of his 
team on Roberts’ late goal, 
blaming “a lack of attention” 
after Bale had tried a similar 
dribble from another corner 
moments before. 


“We are all sorry for this re- 
sult,” Güneş said through 
an interpreter. “We couldn't 
get any points from these 
two games so we are sorry. 
This team could have played 
much better than this.” 





Russia beats Finland 1-0 for 1st points at Euro 2020 


(AP) — With a slick one- 
two and a beautiful curl- 
ing shot, Aleksei Miran- 
chuk finally gave Russia 
something to smile about 
at the European Champi- 
onship. 


The left-footed playmaker 
produced the one moment 
of class in a chaotic game 
Wednesday to give Russia a 
1-0 win over Finland and its 
first points at Euro 2020. 


“I have to give credit, it was 
beautiful finishing.” Finland 
coach Markku Kanerva said 
of the goal in first-half stop- 
page time. 


The pessimism that followed 
the Russians’ 3-0 loss to Bel- 
gium in their opening Group 
B game was replaced by loud 
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cheers and jubilant chants 
of “ROSS-I-YA” at the final 
whistle at Saint Petersburg 
Stadium. 


A loss would have left Russia 
with an extremely difficult 
task to qualify for the knock- 
out stage, given its last match 
is a trip to Denmark on Mon- 
day. 


Now Russia is tied on points 
with the Finns, who missed 
a chance to reach the last 16 
with a game to spare with a 
second straight victory in 
their first major tournament. 
Their first victory was 1-0 
over Denmark in a match 
marked by Christian Erik- 
sen’s collapse. 


It came as no surprise that Ar- 
tem Dzyuba was involved in 





Miranchuk’s superbly taken 
goal, which wasn’t in keeping 
with the overall standard of 
an often scrappy game. 


The big center forward was 
the focal point of all Russia’s 
attacks, though this one in- 
volved him using good foot- 
work instead of his renowned 
aerial prowess. 


Miranchuk collected the ball 
on the edge of the area and 
slipped a short ball forward 
to Dzyuba, who laid it off 
deftly back to the playmaker. 
Miranchuk took one touch to 
cut inside Finland defender 
Daniel O’Shaughnessy and, 
with barely any back-lift, 
floated his shot beyond goal- 
keeper Lukas Hradecky and 
into the top corner. 


While Russia relied on Dzyu- 
ba and Aleksandr Golovin for 
goals at the World Cup on 
home soil in 2018, when the 
team defied expectations to 
reach the quarterfinals, Mi- 
ranchuk could have a bigger 
say at Euro 2020. 





He is coming off a solid first 
season at Italian team Ata- 
lanta, in which he scored in 
his first appearance in the 
Champions League and also 
in his first appearance in Se- 
rie A against eventual cham- 
pion Inter Milan. 


Along with Golovin, Miran- 


chuk was the standout player 
against Finland and appears 
to have cemented his starting 
place, having previously been 
used mostly as a substitute by 
Russia coach Stanislas Cher- 
chesov. 





“I welcomed his move to 
Italy,” Cherchesov said. “He 
has always been a good foot- 
baller, but he needed to de- 
velop more as a person and 
get out of his comfort zone. 


“At Atalanta, he has had to 
prove himself in one of the 
best leagues in the world.” 


Kanerva had expressed his 
concern ahead of the game 
that his players might still be 
traumatized by the incident 
involving Eriksen on Satur- 
day. They wore T-shirts dur- 
ing the warmup with words 
“Get well Christian!” on the 
front, an idea devised by cap- 
tain Tim Sparv. 


“My sense was that the play- 
ers were OK,” said Kanerva, a 
former primary school teach- 
er. “In my mind, that tells a 
story about the nature of the 
team. The players gave every- 
thing, but on the other hand 
some things are bigger than 


football.” 


Indeed, Finland — cheered 
on by about 4,000 fans who 
made the 200-kilometer 
(125-mile) journey from the 


Finnish border to St. Peters- 
burg — was the better team 
in the early stages and had a 
headed goal by Joel Pohjan- 
palo ruled out by video re- 
view in the third minute. 


Pohjanpalo, Finland’s scorer 
against Denmark, was also 
played through on goal later 
in the first half but had two 
shots blocked by last-ditch 


challenges. 


“How the game went, I think 
we deserved a point,” Kaner- 
va said. 





Russia was humiliated at 
times by Belgium in 1ts open- 
Ing group game but found 
Finland”s midfield — missing 
Sparv while he recovers from 
a knee injury — much easier 
to cut through, especially 
when Miranchuk dropped 
deep to link up play. 


The negative for Russia was 
the sight of defender Mario 
Fernandes getting carried 
off on a stretcher in the 26th 
minute after landing on his 


back in a fall. 


The  Brazilian-born right 
back was taken to the hos- 
pital with a suspected spinal 
problem but no damage to 
his vertebrae was found. He 
will travel with the team to 
Moscow ahead of the Den- 
mark game and be observed 
by medical staff. 
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scott Brooks out as Washington Wizards coach after 5 seasons 





(AP) — Scott Brooks 
won't be back with the 
Washington Wizards next 
season after general man- 
ager Tommy Sheppard an- 
nounced Wednesday the 
coach’s contract would 
not be extended. 


Sheppard said the Wizards 
will begin their coaching 
search immediately. 


“We have been committed to 
taking the proper steps over 
the last two seasons to devel- 
op our young players, bring 
in pieces to complement 
Bradley Beal and build a win- 
ning environment that will 





ultimately lead to sustained 
on-court success,” Sheppard 
said in a statement. “Our 
organization will always be 
grateful to Scott for his dedi- 
cation and work both on the 
court and in the community 
over the past five years, and 
I personally admire and re- 
spect how he helped keep 
our team together during the 
unprecedented events of the 
last 15 months.” 





Brooks is out after just one 
playoff series victory in 2017 
to show for his five seasons 
on the job. Washington made 
the playoffs three times in 
those five years. 


Sheppard skirted the issue 
of Brooks’ future after the 
Wizards were eliminated in 
five games in the first round 
by Eastern Conference top- 
seeded Philadelphia. Wash- 
ington was 183-207 overall 
during the regular season 
with Brooks as coach and 
struggled defensively. 


The Wizards allowed the 
most points in the NBA last 
season and the second-most 
in the previous two years. 
They never ranked better 
than 15th in the league de- 
fensively under Brooks. 


Washington brought in 
Brooks five years ago in 
hopes of luring arca native 
Kevin Durant home to play 
for the Wizards. Since then, 
John Wall missed time with 
injuries and was traded to 
Houston for Russell West- 
brook, and Beal emerged as 
Washington’s top scorer, but 
that didn’t amount to much 
postseason success. 





Washington is now one of 
six teams with the coaching 
job open in the NBA, join- 
ing Orlando, Portland, Bos- 


ton, Indiana and New Or- 
leans. The Pelicans, like the 
Wizards, had their job come 
open Wednesday when it was 
revealed that Stan Van Gundy 
was out in New Orleans after 
one season. 


Many of the candidates for 
the now half-dozen openings 
will be crossovers: Chauncey 
Billups and David Vanterpool 
are on several of the lists, as 
are past head coaches like 
Terry Stotts (who left Port- 
land) and current Brooklyn 
assistant Mike D'Anton1. 


It also raises the chance that 
the NBA could see a female 
coach for the first time, with 
longtime San Antonio assis- 
tant Becky Hammon, Duke 
coach and former Boston as- 
sistant Kara Lawson, South 
Carolina coach and cur- 
rent U.S. women's national 
team coach Dawn Staley and 
New Orleans assistant Te- 
resa Weatherspoon the most 
prominent women on the 
lists of candidates. 


Lawson has a connection to 
the Wizards after serving as 
a television analyst for them. 
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Brooks had been the seventh 
longest-tenured coach in his 
current job. He was hired 
in 2016; only San Antonio’s 
Gregg Popovich, Miami’s 
Erik Spoelstra, Dallas’ Rick 
Carlisle, Golden State’s Steve 
Kerr, Utah’s Quin Snyder 
and Denver’s Michael Malo- 
ne have had their current 
jobs longer. 


Sheppard praised Brooks 
for “keeping this team to- 
gether through some of the 
most difficult, dark moments 
probably in franchise his- 
tory.” He wasn’t the only one 
supportive of Brooks” perfor- 
mance as a lame-duck coach. 


“He did a job that Pm pretty 
sure people didn't think he 
was able to do,” said West- 
brook, who previously was 
coached by Brooks with the 
Oklahoma City Thunder. 
“He kept us together. He 
kept us encouraged. He kept 
us fighting.” 


Brooks said at the time he 
“wouldn't want to move on” 
from the Wizards, who are 
now looking for their sixth 
coach since 2009. 





Clippers' Kawhi Leonard sprains right knee, out for Game 5 


(AP) - AII-NBA forward 
Kawhi Leonard has a right 
knee sprain that will keep 
him out of the Los Angeles 
Clippers” lineup for Game 
5 of the Western Confer- 
ence semifinals against 
the Utah Jazz on Wednes- 
day night and raises ques- 
tions about his availability 
going forward. 


The Clippers said Wednes- 
day that there is “no time- 
table for his return.” Game 
5 is Wednedsday in Salt Lake 
City; Game 6 of the series is 
Friday in Los Angeles.
